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into the Detail of ſome waterial 
Things, which it will be neceſſary to 
enquire into in the Courſe of this Paper re- 
lating to Srotland We have, as J noted, 
a new Diſpute coming upon the Stage in 
Scorland—and which, I foreſee, will brin 
on with it a great Deal of Miſchief ; an 
this obliges me to ſpeak of it, I mean, the 
impoſing. the Common-Prayer Book upon 
the Scots. ; : 
Nothing is more ſure, than that this 
impudent Attempt is againſt the Laws and 
Conſtitution of Srotland, againft the Att of 
Security, and againft the Union ; But that 
which is the moſt remarkable of all is, 
That it is againft her Majeſty's Will and 


1 ſome of the Reviews laft I enter'd 
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profeſs'd Intention; and tho the People 
concern'd it have had the Face to ſay, and 
to deceive ſome People with the Suggeſtion, 
that her Majefty would encourage it; nay, 
and a certain ſuperannuated 3, 
whom few _—_ that has long fince re- 
member'd to forget himſelf, and forgot to 
remember, has given them Aſſurances of it, 
yet the QUEEN has been graciouſly pleas'd 
expreſly to diſclaim and diſown it, and has 
repeated her Royal Promiſe to theEftabliſh'd 
Church of Scotland, that they ſhall he pro- 
tected by her againft all Manner of Inva- 
ſions or Innovations, according to the cx- 
preſs Terms ot the Union. 


However, 
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However, all this is not ſufficient to 
cheque the Inſolence of theſe People; and 


therefore having gotten a profligate Fellow . 


that has taken the Oaths, (and ſuch no 
doubt will be found in any Reign) a poor 
Vicar of 15 J. a Year Revenue in Irejand, 
he ſet up the Common-Prayer Book in 
Edinburgh at the very Croſs, juft ia the 
Face of Authority, as I mention'd in my 


former. 
It win not be amiſs, ſince this Novelty 


is like to make ſome Noiſe in the World, 


to give a true Account both of the Thing 
and of the Man; of the Thing I ſhall ſay 
nothing but what is Matter of Fat—and 
of the Man nothing but what comes from 
his own Mouth. 

For himſelf being cited before the Pref. 
bytery of Edinburgh, he declines their Au- 
thority 3 but the Account he gives of him- 
ſelf to them aad to other People, is this. 


1. That he is a Scots Man born, named 
Greenſhields, that he came laſt out of 
treland,wbere he had a Living at nan, 
of about 14 or 15 J. per Au. that be 
came over to Stand to make Friends 
for a better Living, that he is invited 
here to ſet up the Common, Prayer 
tor which he has been promis'd, or 
propos'd, 80 J. fer Annum.
